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DOT To Move Staging Area 
from 27th Street 


According to a notification sent to ANC-2A, the Depart- 
ment of Transportation has decided on alternative locations to 
propose for its equipment staging area for the infrastructure 
restoration work being done under the streets in Georgetown. 
DOT originally put the equipment on parkland at 27th and K, 
without notice to the neighborhood, and disturbing nearby resi- 
dents with loud noises and bright lights during the night. 

After a number of complaints, Councilmember Jack Evans 
attempted to alleviate the problem, and DOT agreed to and did 
move some equipment to several Georgetown locations. Then 
Georgetown residents complained, citing the same problems 
and lack of notice. 

According to the Georgetown Current, most of the equipment 
will be stored near Key Bridge, which has few if any residences 
nearby. One Foggy Bottom location for storage of equipment, ac- 
cording to a DOT memo, is “E Street and Whitehurst Freeway.” 
The News was told that this is the area between the Freeway and 
the E Street bridge near the Kennedy Center, and may involve one 


or more lanes underneath the Virginia Avenue bridge. The pro- 

posals were to be discussed with the ANC at its June 19 meeting. 
The Current reported that DOT Deputy Director Michelle 

Pourciau said that DOT is aiming for “moving day” to be in 


about 30 days.

Plans called for it to replace the landscaped area currently in 
front of the hotel, with a smaller planting box in its place.

Jury Trials Restored 


In June 1999, our Advi- 
sory Neighborhood Commis- 
sion (ANC-2A) passed a reso- 
lution which called for the 
restoration of the statutory 
right to a jury trial for most 
misdemeanor offenses. Coun- 
cilmember Phil Mendelson in- 
troduced the Misdemeanor 
Jury Trial Act and, after hear- 
ings conducted by Judiciary 
Chair Kathy Patterson, the bill 
was passed by the City Coun- 
cil on March 5,. 2002, and re- 
cently become law. The law 
does not fully restore the 
rights lost in 1994, but it es- 
tablishes a right to a jury 
when one faces more than 
two years in jail in a single 
proceeding. Before the law 
was passed, one person in 
D.C. was charged with multi- 
ple misdemeanor offenses

The sound of spring is in 
the air. The migratory birds 
have made their long journey 
home to nest in the North. 
Many of the birds may have 
been coming to the same nest- 
ing areas for years. Have you 
ever wondered if the robin you 
see in your yard today may be 
the same one that visited you 
last year? Now, you can find out. 

An exciting Smithsonian 
Environmental Research Cen- 
ter project called Neighbor- 


hood Nest Watch allows you to 
be a biologist in your own 
back yard by finding, checking 
and recording data on nine 
specific species of birds. This 
information aids scientists in 
learning more about birds that 
breed in urban areas and gaug- 
ing the impact of urbanization 
on these amazing creatures. 


Last year, the trained staff 


of Nestwatch came to Foggy 
Bottom and banded one 


American robin and two car- 


dinals. The robin returned in 
March and is nesting nearby. 
The cardinals have just arrived 
only to nest in a tree sched- 
uled for removal. Thankfully, 
the owners of the tree have 
graciously offered to delay the 
removal. This is the only car- 
dinal nest I have found in our 
neighborhood. 

This year, the Nestwatch 
staff banded several more 
birds. My job is to locate these 
banded birds and follow their 
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progress throughout the nest- 
ing season. 

You may see me walking 
through Foggy Bottom with 
my binoculars and notepad 
recording these sightings. This 
is a great opportunity to see 
the many species of birds that 
call Foggy Bottom home. You 
may be surprised to learn that 
a Carolina wren, a tufted tit- 
mouse and a hairy wood- 
pecker agree with people that 
Foggy Bottom is a great place 
to live.

There 
are also other opportunities to 
help the community by joining 
the D. C. tree inventory field 
teams this summer to locate, 
identify and evaluate the health

When a 
Foggy Bottom resident re- 
turned home after cancer sur- 
gery, she often scratched at his 
patio door and curled up be- 
side him on the sofa to com- 
fort him. 

As a young curious cat, 
Susie had many adventures. 
Once she walked up the ramp 
to a moving van in front of The 
Plaza condominium, unaware 
that it would soon leave for 
Chicago. Fortunately when the 
movers disrupted her nap by 
loading furniture in the truck, 
Susie left. She also visited St. 
Mary’s Court and a hairdress- 
ing salon. But as she grew 
older, she stuck closer to home 
and, according to her owner, 
“only wanted to snuggle up.” 

Susie’s most outstanding 
characteristics were her intelli- 
gence and sweetness of charac- 
ter.
